Crabbe Admits Law Is 
Not Being Obeyed in 
Buckeye State. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 21.—(?) 
(' ©. Crabbe, former Ohio attorney 
seneral and author of the state’s pro- 
hibition code, today declared he fa- 
vered repeal of the 18th amendment 
and the Volstead act and modifica- 
tion of the state prohibition enforce- 
ment code to permit the sale of lig]: 
wine and beer under government 
supervision, 

In advocating repeal of national 
prohibition, Mr. Crabbe said he fa- 
vored leaving the matter of control 
to the states, 

In advocating modifieation of the 
state enforcement code, he said he 
‘favored “modification rather than 
nullification.” He said he opposed 
return of the open saloon. 

Still advocating temperance, the 
former dry leader said he does “not 
feel that the present. prohibition law 
has been respected by the people or 
enforced by publie officials. It has 
heen and is being practically nulli- 
fied.” 

“IT om still an advocate of temper- 
ance,” Crabbe said. “I am, therefore, 
opposed to the complete abolition of 
laws designed to curb the traffic and 
ise of liquor. But I am firmly con- 
vineed there should be some modifi- 
ution of the existing laws.” 

Crabbe explained that in order to 
obtain modification of the state en- 
forcement code, it would be necessary 
repeal the national prohibition 
liws, as with national prohibition in 
force, state laws could not conflict 
with the national law. 

Modification of the enforcement law 
lo meet the wish of a majority of the 
people would “command the respect 
of the people,” he said.

HEAVY SNOWFALL 


ANAETS MIDWESI 


CHICAGO, Nov: 21.—(UP)—One 
of the most severe November blizzards 
in history blanketed the western plains 
| tonight with snow. 

Gales piled it in drifts 20 feet deep 
in places, and still the snow swirled 
down over Colorado, Montana, Wyom- 
ing, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Jowa, 
Minnesota, and central Canada. 

Whole towns were paralyzed when 
snow banked up to roof teps. Trains 
battled behind snow plows, hours late. 
The air mail service had to quit when 
landing fields were blotted out in thick 
featherbeds of snow. 

Motorists were marooned through 
out the west by drifts that looked like 
small-sized mountains.
